OUR BEGINNINGS 


An Editorial by W. W. BoTTOMS 
The Baptist Times, London 


T 1s 350 YEARS AGO that the modern 

Baptist movement began when, in 1609, 
John Smyth baptized himself and his fel- 
low-believers who were with him in Jan 
Munter’s bakehouse in Amsterdam. Today 
the Baptist world community numbers 23 
millions. The words of the prophet have 
been fulfilled—‘‘a little one shall become 
a thousand.” 


In Amsterdam they [Smyth and his 
followers] moved to a new conception of 
the Church, partly through their study of 
the scriptures and partly through their con- 
tact with the Mennonites, spiritual descend- 
ants of the Anabaptist movement in Eu- 
rope. Whereas in the Old Testament the 
people of God were a covenant people, 
Smyth discovered that the basis of the 
New Testament Church was not one of 
mutual covenant but the baptism of be- 
lievers upon repentance and faith. Paedo- 
baptism, they therefore concluded, was 
false and a covenant church of those bap- 
tized in infancy was no true church. 


We do well to pause in thankful re- 
membrance of John Smyth, of whom an 
Anglican historian wrote: “None of the 
English Separatists had a finer mind or a 
more beautiful spirit than John Smyth.” 
With him we remember Thomas Helwys, 
the gentleman from Broxtowe Hall, who 
shared in the leadership of the church and 
who, in 1612, returned to England to 
found the first Baptist church in England 
at Spitalfields. His brave treatise, A Short 
Declaration of the Mistery of Iniquity, 
contained the first plea ever published in 
English for full religious liberty for all 
men... “let them be heretics, Turks, 
Jews or whatsoever.” It also set the limits 
to secular authority—“the King is but an 
earthly King . . . men’s religion is betwixt 
God and themselves; the King shall not 
answer for it.” On that principle rests 
liberty of conscience. 


From the beginning our fathers rejected 
the idea that a church could exist in isola- 
tion, They strongly affirmed the Lordship 
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of Christ and the competence of the local 
church to govern its affairs and order its 
worship under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. But they sought fellowship with 
other Baptist churches, the General Bap. 
tists by their connectional grouping and 
the Particular Baptists in their associa- 
tions. They were not afraid to appoint 
spiritual overseers, “messengers,” and were 
not even afraid of the title “Bishop.” But 
they reversed the Roman and Anglican 
order of authority. Instead of a derived 
authority through a hierarchy they af- 
firmed the direct authority of Christ over 
his own people in each church and in 
assemblies of churches. 


Above all they followed the logic of the 
gospel—if men are saved by grace through 
faith they must be given the gospel. That 
meant evangelism, the missionary spirit, 
the obligation to preach and witness. In 
this lies the secret of our growth to the 
largest free church denomination in the

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CHARTERED SHIP POSSIBLE TO RIO CONGRESS 


An exclusive chartered ship can be made 
available for a special Baptist mission 
cruise to the Baptist World Congress in Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil, next June—if enough 
people want it. 

George Brownell, president of Brownell 
Tours, Birmingham, Ala., said that the 
ship, which must be chartered soon if it is 
to be used, could serve also as a floating 
hotel for about 1000 Congress delegates 
while anchored in the Rio harbor during 
Congress sessions. 

Leaving New York late June 9, the ship 
would make stops at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, and Recife, Brazil, before docking in 
Rio at 8 a.m. Saturday, June 25. It would 
serve as a hotel throughout the Congress 
sessions (June 26-July 3), and then begin 
its return voyage to North America late 
Sunday, July 3. After stops in Caracas,

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1960 Congress Tourists Will Visit .. . 


3 CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS were to re- 
peat his 1492 journey to America, he 
would be happy with his first port of call 
—the beautiful Bahama Islands off the 
southeast coast of Florida. Many Bap- 
tists traveling to South America to attend 
the Tenth Baptist World Congress in Rio 
next year will be as deeply pleased. 

Baptists are the largest denomination in 
the Bahamas, comprising between 25 and 
30 per cent of the population. They owe 
their beginnings to a trick of fate trig- 
gered when a group of British Loyalists 
not in sympathy with the American Dec- 
laration of Independence in 1776 left South 
Carolina and Florida with their slaves, in 
order that they would not be subject to 
the new American government. 
















Frank Spence Was First 

One of these slaves was a man named 
Frank Spence who moved with his master 
in 1780 to Long Island, one of the Bahama 
chain. Spence was a devoted Christian, a 
sincere Baptist and faithful servant. He 
earned sufficient money, as a result of 
diligent service, to purchase his freedom, 
after which he returned to Nassau where 
he taught the Baptist doctrine for many 
years. Spence was the great grandfather 
of Alexander McCulloch, who was a mem- 
ber of Salem Baptist Church and a trustee 
of the Bahamas Baptist Union. He is the 
first Baptist of the Bahamas of whom we 
have any information, 

In 1790 the first Bethel Baptist Church 
was erected by another slave of South 
Carolina whose name was Prince Williams, 
who came to the Bahamas in the pursuit 
of liberty and freedom. Misunderstanding 
between Williams and one of his deacons, 
Sharper Morris, resulted in erection of the 
St. John Baptist Church.

Help came from another source in 1833.

in Jamaica was for some reason asked to 
leave. His ship was wrecked on Inagua; 
he was rescued and landed in Nassau 
stranded and distressed. Sir James Car- 
michael Smith, governor of the Colony, 
informed him that there were many Bap- 
tists in Nassau, and advised him to remain 
and preach the gospel. He did so and built 
Zion Baptist Church. After he returned to 
England, the Baptist Missionary Society of 
London sent out three other missionaries, 
named Lever, Applegate and Peirson. 

In 1840 the Society sent Rev. Henry 
Capron who worked side by side with 
Rev. Thomas Rumer, the successor of 
Prince Williams. Mr. Capron was con- 
cerned not only with the spiritual, but also 
with the academic welfare of the people. 
He established 22 schools on the Islands 
which were sponsored by the Baptists 
under Capron’s leadership before there 
was a Board of Education. Later, on in- 
vitation of the governor, Mr. Capron’s 
schools became the beginning of the pub- 
lic school system in the Bahamas. 

After the passing of Mr. Capron, a Rev. 
Mr. Davey from the Baptist Missionary 
Society came to the Colony and served 
faithfully for a number of years. 


Help From the U.S.A. 

In May 1878 Rev. Daniel Wilshere, a 
minister of the Baptist Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland, came to the Colony. 
He served as pastor of Zion Baptist Church 
and missionary to the outstations for 
thirteen years. As a result of a misunder- 
standing between him and Rev. Charles 
Dann, the Bahamas Baptist Union was 
formed. Thus, we have three groups, 
namely: The St. John Baptist Mission, the 
Zion Baptist Mission, the Bahamas Bap- 
tist Union and quite a number of inde- 
pendent churches.

Honorio Espinoza Dead 


Rev. Honorio Espinoza, 55, vice presi- 
dent of 


the Baptist World Alliance, 
president of the Bap- 
tist Convention of 
Chile, and president 
of the Baptist Sem- 
inary in Santiago, 
died suddenly Sep- 
tember 3. 

Mr. Espinoza was 
educated in the Uni- 
versity of Chile Law 
School, but decided 
to dedicate his life to 
the ministry. He be- 
came a firm and val- 
iant Baptist when 
there was much fanatic opposition to them 
in Chile. His greatly useful life did much 
to make the name Baptist respected and 
honored in his country. 

He had been editor of the Chilean 
Baptist paper, La Voz Bautista, for more 
than 20 years, president of the Convention 
for about the same period, and president 
of the Baptist Seminary almost from its 
inception. 

He was one of a committee of seven 
outstanding scholars chosen by the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, from the Spanish-speak- 
ing world, to revise the Reina-de Valera 
version of the Spanish Bible. This version 
is expected to appear in 1960. 


Dr. Abernethy Dead 


Rev. William S. Abernethy, age 86, 
former member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Baptist World Alliance and 
leader in American Baptist Convention 
missions for many years, died August 17 
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after a long illness. Dr. Abernethy was 
pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 
Washington, 1921-42, and served as presi- 
dent of the American Convention 1933-34. 
He was at various times president of both 
the Home Mission Society and the Foreign 
Mission Society of the American Conven- 
tion. 


AFRICA 


BELGIAN CONGO: 


Writers Institute Conducted 

A regional institute for Christian writers, 
one of the first of its kind ever sponsored 
in the Belgian Congo, was held at Kimpese 
in mid-July with seventeen young men 
from five mission groups in attendance. 

Institute leaders included Mrs. Chester J. 
Jump, an American Baptist missionary; 
Mrs. Charles Couldridge of the Baptist 
Missionary Society (British), and Robert 
Bontrager, literature secretary of the Con- 
go Protestant Council. Visitors included 
Baptist World Alliance President Theodore 
F. Adams, Mrs. Adams, and Associate 
Secretary Robert Denny. 


GHANA: 


Mission Plans Expansion 

Expansion was the primary considera- 
tion at the recent annual meeting of the 
Ghana Baptist Mission, held at Kumasi. 
Southern Baptist (U.S.A.) missionaries dis- 
cussed the possibility of opening Baptist 
work in four new stations in 1960. The 
SBC has 31 missionaries in Ghana. 

“National developments in Ghana make 
it imperative that our total program be set 
up quickly”, Missionary G. Clayton Bond 
said. “Along with other influences, educa- 
tion and travel are causing a breakdown of 
tribal religion. The people are adopting 
new creeds. Much of what is offered them 
is tragic.” 


Tribal Barriers Crossed 

“It was thrilling to hear almost 100 
voices singing in four languages- and to 
realize that God understands them all 
equally well,” writes Miss Nadine Lovan, 
Southern Baptist missionary, of the annual 
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refresher course for Baptist leaders of 
Ghana. “And it was just as thrilling to 
realize that the love and praise for God 
from each of the language groups was 
coming with equal sincerity and zeal from 
the hearts of those who sang.” 

Among the 97 people who registered 
for the course were 53 Yorubas, 22 Asb- 
antis, nine Dagomba, and twelve mission- 
aries. In their churches they are pastors, 
Sunday school superintendents, Training 
Union directors, and leaders of other or- 
ganizations. They came from 46 churches 
in eight associations. 


LIBERIA: 
Dr. June Lott Moore 


Dr. June Lott Moore, president-emeritus 
of the Liberia Baptist Missionary and 
Educational Convention and a Liberian 
leader, is dead. His passing was noted in 
an extraordinary edition of The Liberia 
Official Gazette, which ordered that the 
flag of the Republic be flown at half-staff 
on public buildings in Arthington on the 
day of the funeral. The funeral discourse 
was brought by Dr. W. R. Tolbert, Jr., 
president of the Liberia Baptist Missionary 
and Educational Convention and vice 
president of the Republic of Liberia. 


NYASALAND: 
Southern Baptists Enter Nyasaland 

Nyasaland, a British protectorate with a 
population of 2,700,000, which is 99.6 per 
cent African, is the newest mission field of 
the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board, bringing the number of countries 
and territories served by Southern Baptists 
to 40. 

Rev. and Mrs. William S. Wester and 
Rev. and Mrs. LeRoy Albright, who have 
been serving in Southern Rhodesia, moved 
to Blantyre, chief commercial center of 
Nyasaland, in August. They are now 
learning COhinyanga, the local African 
language. Their first work will be a 
program of evangelism designed to lead to 
establishment. of indigenous churches. 

Moving to Nyasaland is a dream come 
true for Mr. Albright, whose _ first 
inclination to mission service came in his 
childhood when he heard of David 
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Rev. J. Gumede, president, welcomed B.W.A. Associate Secretary Robert 
S. Denny and President Theodore F. Adams to the Millard Baptist Train- 
ing Institute at Johannesburg during their African tour in July.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA: 
First R.A. Congress 

Two hundred boys, preachers and coun- 
selors from Baptist churches across South- 
ern Rhodesia attended the first Royal Am- 
bassador Congress of the Baptist Mission 
of Central Africa at Gwelo. 

Meeting on a camp ground, the pro- 
gram emphasized worship, study, enter- 
tainment and recreation. Forty boys re- 
sponded when an invitation was given in 
an evangelistic service which closed the 
encampment. 


ASIA 


Reports of Baptisms 
Leak From Red China 

Dr. Winston Crawley, secretary for the 
Orient for the Southern Baptist (U.S.A.) 
Foreign Mission Board is the most recent 
source of information about current con- 
ditions in Red China, gathered on a visit 
to Hong Kong. 

Excerpts from Dr. Crawley’s report fol- 
low: 

“Up until about ten years ago China 
had been the main Southern Baptist mis- 
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sion field with approximately one-third of 
the entire missionary staff. That country 
had the largest church membership, the 
strongest institutions, and the most mature 
church and convention development of any 
field. Now there are no Southern Baptist 
missionaries in China, and only very 
limited information on which to base an 
estimate of the situation. 

“Christianity in China has suffered se- 
riously during the past ten years. The full 
story cannot be known because we have no 
direct lines of contact with Christians 
there. Information comes to us only in- 
directly and piecemeal. There have been 
many fluctuations in the policy of the 
Chinese Communist government toward 
Christianity, and many local variations in 
the application of that policy. Therefore, 
the picture is a very spotty one. 

“The policy of Communist China to- 
ward Christianity has been mainly along 
the line of controlling the churches and 
using them for the support of Communist 
political and economic policies. This poses 
a very real dilemma for Christians. Com- 
munist pressures are often exercised in a 
subtle way, which affords little opportunity 
for a clear-cut stand on obvious moral

Australian Youth Train 
For Leadership Through 
Clifford Fellowship

The name of John Clifford, first presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance, has 
been used often to distinguish groups or 
institutions within our Baptist fellowship. 
But never is the name so appropriately 
used as when it refers to a student group 
—for Clifford was a great scholar. 

In Melbourne, Australia, the Clifford 
Fellowship had its beginning at a meeting 
of Baptist students in 1955. With the 
purpose of preparing Baptist students for 
effective leadership in the churches, the 
Fellowship was soon accepted as a con- 
stituent of the Baptist Council for Christian 
Education in the state of Victoria. 

Students in the Theological College, 
various faculties of the University of Mel- 
bourne, the technical and teacher’s col- 
leges, and nurses’ training centers meet 
together in an annual House Party for in- 
spiration and planning. Activities during 
the year are purposely limited to allow stu- 
dents to give their best to study, but preach- 
ing teams are organized and projects in 
particular churches are undertaken. 

Under the energetic leadership of the 
president, Dr. K. T. H. Farrer, who is a 
leading Australian scientist in the field of

Future meetings of the World Baptist 
Youth Conferences will hold an even 
greater attraction for Australian Baptists as 
their student members are encouraged to 
experience in person the ties which already 
bind them invisibly to their fellow Baptist 
youth around the world. 


Russian Youth Active

religious situation in the Soviet Union, you 
can be sure of one thing: the propaganda

Writing in the European Baptist Federa- 
tion Youth Contact, Bo Swedberg, vice 
chairman of the Swedish Baptist Youth 
Union, continues his report on Baptists in 
Russia: “It was a wonderful and inspiring 
experience to visit a Baptist church in the 
center of the capital of communism, 
finding the church filled—crowded—with 
people of all ages, hearing them sing 
together and feeling the same holy 
atmosphere in the Russian church as 
everywhere else where the people of God 
meet for praise and prayer.” 

Mr. Swedberg quoted Rev. Yakov Zhid- 
kov, leader of Russian Baptists, that about 
20 per cent of the church members are 
between 18 and 25 years of age. 

Mr. Swedberg was one of a delegation 
of six persons representing youth organiza- 
tions in Sweden who recently visited 
Moscow. 


African Conference Delegates 
Discuss Racial Problems 


African Baptist young people from eight 
countries held their first Pan-African Bap- 
tist Youth Conference at Iwo, Nigeria, in 
early August. Evangelism, Christian rec- 
reation, Sunday observance, and racial 
problems were among primary items of 
discussion. 

Dr. Theodore F. Adams and Robert S. 
Denny of the Baptist World Alliance were 
visiting speakers. 

A conference group on Christian youth 
and racial problems, of which Rev. T. A. 
Adejunmobi was leader and Rev. S. T. Ola 
Akande, secretary, adopted the following 
resolutions: 

“1. This group believes that with God’s 
help and Grace any person can rise above 
racial prejudice. This is also possible by 
bringing in a superior knowledge to 
overshadow the false idea of racial 
prejudice. 

“2. We believe again that it is by living 
the Christian teaching of love for man by 
an honest dedication of our lives that we

“4. We recognize the existence of racial 
prejudice; we further recognize the fact 
that it is contrary to the will of God. It is 
the duty of every Christian to stand firm, 
to withstand prejudices in his private life 
as well as in the public life as much as 
possible. 

“5. We feel that it will be possible to 
break down many racial prejudices if 
Christian youths were brought to a 
maturity in their Christian experience by 
being instructed in Christian principles 
through youth organizations like the Royal 
Ambassadors and the Navigators.”

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Meeting of European Baptist 
Women’s Union at Ruschlikon 


Mrs. Rachel Iversen, secretary of the 
European Baptist Women’s Union, has sent 
a copy of the minutes of the meeting held 
at the Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Ruschlikon, Switzerland, May 21-24. We 
wish there were space enough to report 
large sections of this meeting, but we give 
below some excerpts from the Report of 
the Finding Committee: 

All the women present were glad and 
thankful to have been in that wonderful 
place, the Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Ruschlikon. 

All participants are deeply impressed by 
the experience of Christian fellowship. The 
coming together of so many people from 
sO many countries gave a sense of oneness 
that was a wonderful experience. National 
barriers were broken down. It really was a 
happy atmosphere of genuine Christian 
love. 

The prime purpose of our meeting—to 
put Jesus Christ into the Center, which 
was the theme of Dr. Nordenhaug’s 
address the first evening—was willingly ac- 
cepted and will not be forgotten. Many of 
the participants were impressed by the 
theme of the meeting, “Come-see-go-tell”, 
and by the devotions about these themes. 

The reports of the different countries 
were welcomed. They gave a _ good 
impression of what is going on in the 
different countries. They were stimulating 
and encouraging and impressive, because 
they were “experiences”. 

Mrs. Pepper, in the closing address, 
challenged each one of the delegates to 
take up her cross and follow Jesus. Come 
and see, and you have the horizontal line 
of the cross. Go and tell, you will have the 
vertical line of the cross. Go and tell what 
you have seen. 

The 10th annual meeting of the 
European Baptist Women’s Union came to 
a close with the singing of “We Have a 
Story To Tell to the Nations”, and the 
benediction. - 

Representatives were present from Aus- 
tria, Denmark, Finland, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Norway, 
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Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, and Yugo- 
slavia. 


Open Doors in Argentina 


Mrs. Teresa Pluis of Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, reports on Baptist women’s 
work in Argentina: 

We, Argentine Baptist women, have 
great joy in reporting the progress of the 
work. of the Lord in our country. Last 
April we celebrated our 30th annual 
women’s convention, and the 50th anniver- 
sary of the convention of churches. It was 
a great occasion when we thanked the Lord 
for His servants who had brought the 
Message to our country. A good number 
of young people dedicated their lives to the 
Christian ministry. 

The Lord helped us go beyond the goal 
in our offerings. The World Week of 
Prayer in December was observed in our 
Women’s Societies, ending on Friday when 
we feel united in our petitions with our 
Baptist women around the world. 

In May we observed a simultaneous 
evangelistic campaign in our women’s soci- 
eties, cooperating with the Year of 
Evangelistic Emphasis. There were meet- 
ings in the homes and in the churches 
where many women heard the Gospel for 
the first time. A good number made a 
profession of faith. 

During some years we could not use the 
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radio to preach the gospel, but now this 
door is open and we are entering it. 

Our Women’s Convention has 106 soci- 
eties. There are 44 Sunbeam Bands, 65 
Girls’ Auxiliaries, 52 Royal Ambassador 
Chapers, and 32 Young Women’s Auxil- 
iaries. 

There is much to do, and workers are so 
few. Our prayer is that the Lord will raise 
up more workers and help us all to use 
faithfully the great opportunities that we 
have to witness. 


Busy Days in New Zealand 

Mrs. Rena Smith, secretary for the New 
Zealand Baptist Women’s League says: “I 
imagine that the prize for the hardest 
working Women’s Fellowship during the 
first half of this year must surely go to 
Taupo, where the seventeen families in the 
church have accepted the task of raising 
£1000 by the end of June in order to 
qualify for a gift of £5000 from the 
‘Christian Progress Trust.’ Acting true-to- 
type the women have shouldered the main 
burden of raising the money.” 

Mrs. Smith also writes that since her last 
Newsletter, Dr. Billy Graham has been 
and gone.

for all who took a part in the Crusade, and 
what a challenge he has left behind of 
work still to be done in bringing the people 
of our land within the sound of the positive 
preaching of the glorious gospel of Christ,

and spiritual issues. Certainly no one on 
the outside is in a position to judge the 
decisions made by our Chinese brethren 
under such conditions. 

“I do not dare hazard a prediction con- 
cerning the political future of mainland 
China. Certainly for the present and the 
immediate future, under Communist con- 
trol, individual Christians and churches 
will face serious pressures and persecu- 
tions. 

“At the same time, we have grounds 
for rejoicing concerning our Christian 
brethren in China. Though our mission- 
aries cannot be there, the churches are still 
there, and the gospel is being preached. 
While in Hong Kong I received definite 
information concerning one Baptist church 
which baptized about 50 people this spring. 
Such reports give us grounds for continu- 
ing hope—hope that rests in the assurance 
that our Lord is still at work in China.” 


INDIA: 
Calcutta Youth Enjoy Camp 


Every October young people from the 
Baptist churches of Calcutta and the sur- 
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rounding vicinity get together for about 
ten days of fellowship and recreation. 

The purpose of these meetings is two- 
fold—to bring young people face to face 
with the challenge of Christ for the first 
time and to encourage those who are al- 
ready Christian, but young in the faith, 
to continue and to help them to witness 
for their Lord. 

The camp session is held during one of 
the main Hindu festival holiday periods. 


Tibetan Refugees Welcomed 

Tibetan refugees who fled into Assam 
are being aided by personnel at Baptist 
mission hospitals in Tezpur and Gauhati. 

The hospital in Tezpur is operated by 
the Baptist General Conference of Amer- 
ica (formerly Swedish). About 7,000 
Tibetans are now living in a refugee town- 
ship nearby. A team of national nurses 
who serve at an American Baptist-di- 
rected mission hospital at Gauhati some 
90 miles away, has been loaned to help 
at the Tezpur camp. 

This news was released in a report by 
a representative of the Relief Committee 
of India’s National Christian Council. Ap- 
proximately 10,000 refugees have crossed 
the border since the time of the uprisings 
against communist rule in Tibet. 


JAPAN: 


Funds Sought for Japan 

Rev. David M. Evans, youth leader for 
the American Baptist Convention, U.S.A. 
has announced that the Baptist Youth Fel- 
lowship is seeking to raise $40,000 before 
June 1960 towards the purchase and build- 
ing of a camp site for Baptists in the To- 
hoku area of Northern Japan. The BYF 
World Outreach Committee, in consulta- 
tion with the Rev. and Mrs. Theodore 
Livingston, American Baptist missionaries 
in Japan, has outlined suggestions for 
participation of youth in local churches, 
associations and state conventions. 

Young people from the very scattered 
churches in the Tohoku area presently 
have no suitable camp site—even to rent. 
During the last two years camps have been 
held at a small and expensive hotel and at 
one of the rural churches. A more per- 
manent and adequate place is needed. 
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AUSTRALASIA 


Dr. Gardner Tayior Visits 


Dr. and Mrs. Gardner Taylor of 
Concord Baptist Church, New York City, 
have been visiting Sydney, Canberra and 
Tasmania, as well as the Australian Baptist 
Assembly at Perth. 

In highly laudatory words, The Austral- 
ian Baptist, newpaper, editorializes: “To 
say that Dr. Taylor has fulfilled all 
expectations is an understatement. Mrs. 
Taylor’s charm has added to the pleasure 
of the visit. Dr. Taylor’s preaching is 
sanely scriptural and full of sound 
doctrinal content. He succeeds in his 
preacher’s purpose of using the scriptures 
to reveal Christ. He speaks in vivid word 
pictures which burn in his heart before 
they flame upon his lips.” 


Eric Haselgrove Dead 


Mr. Eric Haselgrove, president-general 
of the Baptist Union of Australia, died 
suddenly at Newcastle, N.S.W., on August 
8, on the eve of the termination of his 
three-year period as leader of Australian 
Baptists. 

He was to have presided at the Perth 
Assembly opening August 29, and had 
prepared the report of his presidency, 
including his visits to denominational or- 
ganizations in all states of Australia and to 
the mission fields in India and Pakistan. At 
the time of his death, he was visiting 
churches in New South Wales. 

As a layman and successful business- 
man, Mr. Haselgrove had given liberally of 
his time to Baptist causes. He was the first 
secretary of the Sunday School Department 
of the Union when it was established in 
1909— indicating the length of his service. 


NEW GUINEA: 


Christianity Comes to Tifalmin 

The Australian Baptist of May 27, 1959, 
carried a picture and story of Missionary 
Don Doull preaching to wild villagers of 
Tifalmin in the Telefolmin area of Central 
Highlands of New Guinea. 

This is the village where, in April 1956, 
police were attacked by tribesmen and the 
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two Australians and a number of the na- 
tive police were killed. Prompt action by 
Norman Draper, Australian Baptist mis- 
sionary at Telefolmin, the only other white 
man in the area, brought reinforcements 
from the coast to quell the uprising. 

Now, in April 1959, Missionaries Doull 
and Doug Vaughan have pushed into this 
valley and established friendly contacts 
with the Tifalmin people. The project is 
part of a master plan to place airstrips in 
all of the valleys of the Telefolmin district 
so that missionaries can travel by light 
aircraft, thus turning arduous treks of 
days’ duration into flights of a few min- 
utes. 

In this potentially dangerous place the 
missionaries found that prayer had been 
answered. The people were friendly and 
cooperative. In ten weeks the Tifalmin 
people had constructed an airstrip 625 
yards long and had supplied materials for 
a house for the Bible School boys who 
will live there. 


NEW ZEALAND: 
Dr. North Honored 


Rev. Lawrence A. North, general secre- 
tary of the Baptist Union of New Zealand 
and a vice president of the Baptist World 
Alliance, has been named president of the 
National Council of Churches in New 
Zealand. He succeeds Rev. J. Baird, a 
Presbyterian. The Council is composed of 
all the major Protestant churches in New 
Zealand. Dr. North is the only Baptist who 
has ever served it as president. 

Rev. A. L. Silcock, president-elect of 
the Baptist Union of New Zealand, has 
been named to the executive of the 
National Council.

Men Meet at Ruschlikon 


Sixty Baptist men from many European 
countries met for an eight-day conference 
at the new chapel of the Baptist 
Theological Seminary at Ruschlikon-Zurich 
in July.

Miss Mary Elizabeth Jones, 29, a former 
ballet dancer and teacher of dancing in 
London and other European cities, has 
been accepted as a _ candidate for 
missionary service by the Baptist Mission- 
ary Society in London. 

Miss Jones, who had achieved distinction 
in the ballet field, was baptized in 1957 at 
Carshalton Beeches Baptist Church and 
has since. served in the Sunday school, on 
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a church visiting team and as a student in 
London Bible College. She is entering 
Carey Hall for missionary training. Miss 
Jones was one of five candidates accepted 
by the Society’s General Committee. 


SWITZERLAND: 


Ruschlikon Seminary Enrolls 54 


The eleventh session of the Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Ruschlikon-Zurich, 
opened with a service in the new chapel 
building August 31. Fifty-four students, the 
largest number to date, are enrolled. 

Most of the students come from 
European countries: ten from Spain; nine 
from Germany; seven from Sweden; two 
each from Denmark, France, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Norway, Poland and Switzer- 
land; one each from Finland, Hungary and 
Portugal. There are, in addition, three from 
Israel, two each from New Zealand and the 
U.S.A. 

The Ruschlikon Seminary offers a full 
course of ministerial training. Its graduates 
serve aS pastors, missionaries and other 
church workers in Europe and other parts 
of the world. It is supported by the Foreign 
Mission Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, U.S.A. Dr. Joseph Norden- 
haug is president. 


NORWAY: 


New Seminary Completed 

The Norwegian Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, now operating in a new school 
building, will celebrate its SOth anniversary 


next year. Principal Nils J. Engelsen 
expects fifteen students this fall. A folk 
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high school also operated by Norwegian 
Baptists with Jens Oen as principal had an 
enrollment of 28 last year, seven of whom 
were baptized during the year. An 
enrollment of 40 is expected this fall. 
Sunday church services are being held in 
the school chapel for the American 
community of Oslo. Some of these people 
belong to American forces serving in the 
NATO headquarters nearby. 


LATIN AMERICA 


BRAZIL: 


Lester C. Bell Chosen 

Rev. Lester Carl Bell has been elected 
general secretary of the Executive Board of 
the Brazilian Baptist Convention. Mr. Bell, 
formerly general evangelist of the Sao 
Paulo State Baptist Convention, has moved 
to Rio de Janeiro to begin his new work. 

The Executive Board is enlarging its 
membership and reorganizing its work in 
view of increasing responsibilities in co- 
ordinating the general work of the 
denomination. Mr. Bell will give full time 
to the promotion of the Board’s activities, 
with special attention to the organization 
and promotion of the Cooperative Plan, a 
new unified program of church finance. 


1960 Convention Postponed 

Brazilian Baptists have postponed the 
January 1960 annual assembly of their 
Brazilian Baptist Convention in order that 
they may focus all their attention on 
attendance at the Baptist World Congress 
in Rio in June-July. 

The Convention had been scheduled to 
meet at Vila Mariana Baptist Church of 
Sao Paulo. It will meet in the same church 
in January, 1961. 

Rev. Lester C. Bell, general secretary of 
the Brazilian Baptist Executive Board, said 
that many Brazilian Baptist leaders are 
busily engaged in preparing for the 
Alliance meeting. He pointed out also that 
Brazilian Baptists, who have to travel over 
vast stretches of the giant-sized country, 
felt they could attend only one meeting in 
1960 and preferred to center their attention 
on the world congress.

delegation to the Island. Their visit re- 
sulted in establishment of an elementary 
school, which is supported by the Foreign 
Mission Board of that body with a local 
committee who manages the school. 

At the invitation of the Baptists of the 
Bahamas, the Foreign Mission Board of 
the Southern Baptist Convention sent Dr. 
and Mrs. H. H. McMillan, missionaries 
from China, as representatives to the Is- 
lands. Later, Dr. and Mrs. John Mein 
from Brazil came to the Bahamas and 
established the Bahamas Baptist Institute 
in 1953. 

The school has a theological division for 
the training of ministerial students. In 
addition to the students from the Bahamas, 
there are students from Corn Island, Nic- 
aragua and Trinidad. Rev. Emit O. Ray is 
president of the Institute. 
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Bank of Nicaragua, is chairman of the co- 
ordination committee. 

The campaign will be launched January 
4 by a leaders’ conference and retreat. 
Described as “evangelism in depth,” the 
crusade will feature: 

“Mobilization and training of church 
members in modern methods of personal 
and visitation evangelism. 

“Reactivation of local churches as stra- 
tegic units for continuous evangelism. 

“Combination of evangelistic activity 
along denominational as well as interde- 
nominational lines, and “integration and 
coordination of the above in a planned 
cooperative effort of all evangelical forces 
to cover the entire territory.” 


NORTH AMERICA 


National Conference Held On 
Religious Liberty Problems 


One hundred Baptist leaders from six of 
the Baptist fellowships in the U.S.A. met 
for a conference on religion and education 
in Washington September 15-17. It was the 
third annual religious liberty conference 
sponsored by the Baptist Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs, of which C. Emanuel 
Carlson is executive director. 

Recognizing many of the critical prob- 
lems arising in American education, the 
Joint Committee called for discussion of 
the relationship of the churches to the 
public schools and the place of religion in 
education. Previous conferences have dealt 
with the use of public funds by church 
institutions. 


Alaska Baptists Stress 
“Free Church in Free State” 


An “absolutely free church in a free 
state” was stressed by the Alaska Baptist 
Convention at its first annual meeting since 
the former territory became the 49th state 
of the U.S.A. The Convention was 
organized 14 years ago and has its 
headquarters in Anchorage. 

An adopted resolution declared the 
church must be free to exist for its own 
purposes, determine its own membership, 
function by its own methods, administer its 
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own affairs, raise its own funds by a 
voluntary stewardship, and (provide) for 
the religious education of its people. 

The group, which is affiliated with the 
Southern Baptist Convention, also ap- 
proved the formation of the Alaska Baptist 
Foundation, created to receive money and 
property given for promoting religious, 
educational and charitable institutions. A 
Convention budget of more than $140,000 
was adopted. 


Seventh Day Baptists Urge 
“Persistent” Peace Prayers 


Persistence in prayers for world peace 
was urged by the Seventh Day Baptist 
General Conference in a_ resolution 
adopted at its 147th annual meeting at 
Salem, W. Va. 

Delegates, numbering more than 700, 
also called for continued “vigilance and 
opposition to any legislation which specifies 
a particular day for rest and worship.” 
Seventh Day Baptists differ from other 
Baptists in that they observe Saturday as 
their Sabbath, instead of Sunday. 

A budget of more than $170,000 was 
adopted, with one-third of the amount 
designated for the denomination’s mission 
projects. These include a school and 
hospital in Nyasaland, Africa; a high 
school and vocational school in Jamaica, 
B.W.I.; and a mission in British Guiana. 

Four new Seventh Day Baptist mission- 
aries are being sent to foreign fields this 
year: a married couple and their daughter 
to British Guiana and two nurses to 
Nyasaland.

Churches Fight Liquor Traffic

First Baptist Church of Idabel, Okla., for 
example, has voted the automatic suspen- 
sion of any “member proved to be involved 
directly or indirectly in the manufacture, 
distribution or sale, either wholesale or 
retail, of intoxicating beverages, lega! or | p 
illegal”. Membership would be suspended 
until the individual freed himself of “such 
involvements” and made “apologies to the 
church”,
